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LAIBSING BROOMZCORN. 


Colonel D. C. Barrow’s experiments in Ogle- 
thoerpe. 
From the Athens, Ga., Banner. 
The Banuer-Watehman mot Colonel D. C 
Barrow, of Oglethorpe, the other day, and 


@sked him about his auccess in raising broom 


Gorn. 
Colonel Barrow has been experimenting 
quite freely in this corn lately, aud has ex- 
pressed his satisfaction ai the result. He spoke 
tothe Bamner very willingly of his expseri- 
menis in this.particular. : 

“I do noi plant largely in anything now, as 
I have rented out most of my land, but last 
year I putin about eight acresof broom cora, 
avd this year I will try still mora.” 

“At what time do you p'ant, colonel?” 

“I putin the seed ag sovn as frost is over in 
the epring—jast a3 we plant the other corn. 
It matures rapidly, is not hard to cultivate 
and can be gathered in the latter part of Jaly, 
The tassel is the broom part, and if muss bs 
cut wth some caie, then it must be 
dried in the shade. I have put up racksina 
bouse 60 that itean be dried layer upon layer. 
The brcom should not be allowed to bleach or 
mould; indeed, the dryiog part is the most 
dfiicnit of the process. Three or four weaks 
are enough for the drying process, and the 
corn can be realized from in August. This, 
you see, is a time of year when monoy is 
scarce, and as a surplus crop, is very handy in 
bringing in a little ready changs at that tine 
Of covrre, broom corn is not a special crop like 
cotton, and is only intended sg a surpios erop. 
I thirk it will be worth the time and care, 
and I believe its cultivation will bo conducted 
wihpr fi .” 

“What docs it bring, colonel?” 

“I see you quote it at 4 to 4 cents per 
peund, The yield is from 300 to 500 poands 
an acre— which brirvgs iu $20 or $30 4n acre” 

“Where do you find your marke:?” 

“There ere broom factories in Augusta, At- 
Janta, Rome and other places iu Georgia, and 
tiere willbe mero, These factories, at pres. 
ent, get their broom corn from [ilingis, Tea- 
netsee ard Karsas. But why should they. go 
athouwrand miles for broom when the corn ean 
be better crown in Geargi»??

Nothing is over- 
drawn, nothing overrated, nothing misstated. 
The people wanted their claims known to the 
outside world, and sought THe CoNSTITUTION 
as the proper medium through which to 
ventilate the city’s importance, commer- 
cially, educationally and socially. They 
know that they bave the “Queen City’ of 
north Georgia, but the outside world has 
never been given the facts and figures in a 
tangible form. They wili get them here 
acd get them straight. High flown language 
will not benefit a community, and I am not 
here to speak rhetorically of Rome. While 
a poem could be indited, the poetic fancies of 
this people have given way to semething more 
substantia], and they are now buckleing down 
to hard licks, every one a lick from the shoul- 
der. It is well to note the recuperative pow- 
ere of the people here, for while six or seven 
months ago they suffered a heavy loss, today 
those days live simply asa memory, and men 


who had five, ten, fifteen or twenty thousand ,

The Commercial Importance 
A CAREFUL EXHIBIT, AND A REMARKABLE 
SHOWING. 

The commercial importance of Rome has 
been to mca matter of surprise during my 
fow days’ stay. Thore is a greater volume of 
general business done here, probably, than in 
any city of similar sizein the country. The 
wholesale trade alone amounts to $4,500,000, 
and reaches over a very large territory. The 
facilities for jobbirg are as good here as in At- 
lanta or elsewhere, and merchants here have 
for along time trenched upon what A'lanta 
and other cities claimed as their territory. 
When it is considered that Rome proper has 
only about 10,000 population, it seems extrava- 
gant to say that the wholesale trade amounts 0 
nearly $5,000,000, Bat this is a fact, as vonehed 
tor by the best figures I can gather from the 
most reliable sources. The retail trade, too, is 
over $3,000 000, while the cotton business is 


worth $5,000,000. 

The manufacturing interests foot up an an- 
nual business of $1,500:000, while the banks do 
about $2,000,000, If the steamboat and rail- 
road business be added to these sums, the total 
will not fall far short of $16,000,000—a pretty 
lively trade for a city that has kept hor 
claims so long in the back ground. Not that 
exactly ; bué Romo has not been loud in blow- 
ing her own merits, and consequently the 
public has heard more of other cities and their 
progress. The beauty of all this bulk of busi- 
ness is that it has been steadily growing, aut 
next year, with the completion of the two new 
railroads now building, travel and values will 
be materially enbanced.

These manufac- 
tures embrace cotton goods, stoves and hollow 
ware, planing mi'!is, flouring mills, plows, 
cotton seed products, oil and meal, farnitars, 
leather, oil tanks and tinware, lime, wall fix- 
tures, gas, brick, carriages, candy, machine: y 
and heavy castings, ice, etc. 

COTTON GOODS. 

The Rome cotton factory, Lumpkin strest 
and Rome railroad,was organized in 1881,wisa 
acapital stock of $40,000, This has been in: 
creared several times and is now $109,000. — 

The capacity of the mill at present is 14,009 
pounds of carpet warpsa week. This wiil 
soon be increased to 15,000 pounds. The m:- 
chinery is allof the latest and most approvel 
pattern, and New York commission men say 
that the yarn is simply perfect.

Rome’s Situation. 
NESTLING AMONG THE HILIS BY THE BANKS 
OF THREE BEAUTIFUL RIVERS, 

The situation of Rome could not be 
more attractive. Nestling among the beanti- 
ful hills along the banks of the Oustanalia and 
Etowah, nature seems to have selected the 
spot where the eurroundings were all that 
could be desired. The scenery from any of 
the higher points about the city is magaii- 
cent, aud forms a never ending charm to 
dreamer, poet or artist, The present site of 
Rome was once a Cherokee Indian villaze. 
They had come, under DeSoto, and selected a 
spot where the climate was not touched by 
enervating infiaence of summer nor by the 
rigors of severe winters, and which, to use the 
words of a local writer, ‘“‘permitted in them the 
highest state of physical develop nent.” 

I take from the Bulletin the foliowwing on 


Rome as 
AN INCORPORATED TOWN: 


In 1652, Floyd county was laid out from 
Uhattoogs, and two years later Rome was in- 
corporated and made the county site. The 
population then must have been only two or 
three hundred, for White says that from that 
time to 1645 it increased rapidly, and at the 
latter date it was only 1,000, At that time he 
mentioned the Methodist, Presbyterian, Bap- 
tiet and Episcopalian denominations, with a 
few Roman Catholics, aud said “education bas 
recently become a subject of much solicitude 
among the inhabitants.” 

“Rome is considered healthy and although 
situated between two rivers, has not suffered 
from the direases incident to such localities.” 

The citizens are intelligent, hospitable and 
enterprising. The town can boast ofa rigid 
police. Disorderly conduct meets with prompt 
poni:hment. Stages leave daily for the west. 
The water of Rome is both freestone and lime- 
etone. In the vicinity are several fine springs.”’ 

From this it appears that the Romans were 
from the first a God fearing and law abiding 
people who huvgered and thirsted after the 
advantages of education and neglected not to 
enter'ain strangers. 

Heypily they have not lost the good old fash- 
ioned virtues, and ia the matter of religious 
aué gocial qualities, respect for the law aud 
eagerices to educate their children, the people 
of this city are not behind those in any portion 
of the country. 

Good health has continually been the rule, 
andthe spirit of enterprise has made use of 

that freestone water, alluded to by Mr. White 
to build a water works eystem which is de, 
tcrithd in Appleton’s Encyclopedia as the 
best iv the south. One of the springs he 
mex thors, located st « distance of seven miles

The works employ, whea 
running at ful) capacity, seventy hands, and in 
spite of the general depression in trade, aie 
doing a profitable business. 

COTTON SEED PRODUCTS. 

The Rome Oil Mills and Fertilizer company 
was organized in 1881 with the following offi, 
cers: O. O. Nelson, president; W. M. To vers. 
vice president and superintendent; A. R Sal- 
livan, secretary and treasurer. The mill 
proper, three stories high, and the shed form 
an immense connected structure, covering ous 
acre of ground under continaous reof, Tae 
walls are of brick, the roof metal, and tho 
whole is thoroughiy protected by plags and 
hose conneciions. The mill employs fifcy 
bends, and hasa capacity of thirty tonsaday 
The products find ready sale, and all the seed 
that the territory can supply are marketed 
here at a fair price.

The latter line will eopta 
Up @ new and most valurble conniry 
which will be tribniary to Rome, and the 
people are wide awake to the importance of 
getting them throngh as soon as possible, 

THE ROME RAILROAD.

[Thea 
we bave as fine a country to support us 95 
there is in the werld, almost. The valleys of 
the Oostanaulea, Etowah, Armuchee, Brvom- 
town, Cedar Valley and Texas valley, are rich 
in eoil and ~proiuct, and all are 
iributary to Rome, and these products go to 
meke up and maintain ithe trade bere. W6 
are in a prime condiiion for the agricaitaral 
development of this section. These rich soils 
in these magnificent valleys are K»me’s own 
and can never be taken away frem her, Our 
raijroads unite with our river and other trib- 
uterles in bringing business for our mercan- 
tile and mannafacturing enterprises, We 
have, also, immense depusits of iron and coal 
all around us. There are leads of fossiliferous 
iron ore reaching from a point on the Coosa 
river, near Gadsden, running northeast to 
Chattanooga, and not far from Rome, are ex- 
baustlees, and make the finest iron in the 
world. There deposits are from one to five 
feet thick, and are almost unbeard of in 
extent and quality. It was used to 
meke the best pieces of heavy 
ordinance during the war. Then we have iru 
oreon the south of us in Floyd and Polk coan 
ties, all tributaryto Rome. Aad near by, in 
Van's valley, we have five quarries of marble 
which have been boughtup and will soon be 
operated. This marble is beautiful in appear- 
ance and texture, and will compare favorably 
with any quarried in Georgia.” 

‘ These,” continued Dr. Hillyer,“are some of 
our advantages.

This Coosa river 
cotton is the finest grown in the south, and is 
sought after by the northern and English spin- 
ners, for the reason that it has a long, heavy- 
bodied staple, and is different from the short 
wooley cotton grown in middie and south 
Georgia. I could tell you more of Rome, but 
you wiil see exough for yourself. We are 
proud of the city, and have high hopes laid 
up for her fature—a future which seems a3 
sured beyond any question.” 

THE ROME AND CARROLLTON RAILROAD, 

In a talk with Mr. J. D. Wiiliamson, presi- 
dent of the Rome and Carrollten road, he said: 

“The Rome and Carroliton railroad is one of 
the enterprises contributing to the now rapid 
developmentofthecouth. It is projected to 
commence with the important lines centering 
at Chattanooga, to cross the Georgia Pavilic 
railroad, and connect with the Georgia Centra! 
at Carrollton, thus linking the latter with the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, Louis 
ville and Nashville and other systems. 

“The location is partly through a couatry 
now undeveloped by railroads and which, 
when once occnpied, will from its nature se- 
cure to the Rome and Carrollton railroad an 
exclusive territory.

The East Ten- 
nessee; Virginia and Georgia railroad from 
Rome to Chattanooga, runs parallel to a moun- 
tain chain an average of one mils from the 
road to Cohutta Junction, about fifty-five 
miles north of Rome. There are left the coun- 
tiesof Chattooga and Walker, and parts of 
Floyd, Gordon, Whitfield, Catoosa, and Duadie 
counties, Georgia, aud a section of Alabama 
north of Gadsden, through the center of which 
this prejected Jine will ran, and through the 
counties of Polk, Haralson and Carroll. 

‘*} his territory is considerably north of the 
malsrial region; it is included in what may in 
the near future become in material wealth 
one of the richcst sectious in the Uaited Siates

in the city, and into the several warchonuses, 
stores, etc. This street railroad and its fran. 
chise will gecare to the Rome and Carrollten 
peculiarly favorable terminal facilities in 
Rome, Every warehouse man and shipper of 
any consequence in Rome is interested in the 
Rome and Carroliton enterprise, and in no 
other railroad there. Inthe jadgmeatof con- 
gervative rai/road and business men there will 
be enough local business on the line from Rome 
to Carrollton to pay its operating expenges and 
fixed charges without taking into considera- 
tion the thromgh traffic. The twenty-two 
miles ofroad now operated were built for 
biead gouge, roadbed and ties being suited to 
that measurement, buithe line was laid io 
barrow gange because while running no farther 
than Cedartown, it connec'ed with the Kast 
and West railroad, of A ma, & narrow 
pauge road.

Educational Interests. 
FINE COLLEGES AND A SPLENDID 8YSTEM OF 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

The educational facilities of Romeare u.- 
surpassed. Shorter Female college is one of 
the finest institutions of learning in the south. 
It was founded by Colonel Alfred Shorter, « 
netive Georgian and a citizen of Rome. 

In 1877 he erected the main college-edifice, 
containing chapel, recitation rooms, labora- 
tory, tosiety halis and music rooms. 

In 1878 the Dormitory building was com- 
pleted, and in 1879 the third building, contain- 
irg the art bali, additional music and recita- 
tion rocms and a large study hall. 

These buildings are supplied with furniture, 
apparatus and instruments, spending in all 
about $130,000. In his will he left $40,000 
judiciously invested, as a nucleus for an ample 
endowment. After completing the work, he 
selected a board of trustees to be a self- 
perpetuating body. To them he committed 
the proserty in trust as “a gift to our 
danghters.” 

THE BUILDINGS 
stand rpon an eminence, commanding a view 
ofthe city and suburban villages of the Ew. 
wab, Ocstanaula avd Coosarivers, of lovely 
valleys, forest-clad hills and distant mountain 
tranges—a combined prospect that charms the 
eye with ever fresh delight, 

The views from the college tower call forth 
the enthusiastic admiration of all who visit 
the institution.

The study-ha/i and recitation rooms are fur- 
nished with desks, maps, charts, globes, seats, 
etc , of the latest and most epproved styles. 

The boarding house is an elegant structure, 
containing thirty-six rooms. These rooms are 
carpeted, neatly furnished, and thoroughly 
warmed and ventilated. All the buildings 
are heated by stcam-pipes, and lighted with 
gas. Mcdern conveniences promote comfort 
ard health. An excellent system of drainage 
and ventilation removes ali locei cause for 
sickrc ss. 

Pupils frm malarial regions have been 
greatiy benefitted by the invigorating climate 
of North Georgia, becoming hearty and robust 
uncer its influence, 

Pupils from states farther north, find at 
Shorter college a delightful winter home. The 
change has proycd grateful and highly boaeii- 
cial to all who bave tried. 

The combined advantages of this institution 
have secured forit a piace among the first 
schools of our land. 

RUME FEMALE COLLEGE, 

The Rome Female college is the outgrowth 
ofthe Rome Female academy, which was es- 
tablished in 1845 by Rev. and Mrs, J. M. M. 
Caldwell. The college was incorporated and 
began ite work with the year 15657, under the 
auspices of the Synod of Georgis. In common 
with other similarinstitutions under the control 
of that body it passed into private handafin 1360 
becc ming the property of its president, Rev. J. 
M.M.Caldwell, After‘eeven years of great 
prosperity, the approach of contending armies 
in 18€4 rendered its suspension a necessity. 
Another seven years elapsed before it was re- 
opened under the direction of its former presi- 
dentin 1871. Sincathat year it has steadily 
grown in usefulness and has maintained its 
poeition in the front rank of educational in: 
stitntiens in the scuth. 

The college has anable corps of teachers, 
and the attendance is al vays good. It will bo 
remembered that specimens of free hand draw- 
ing by pupils of tne Rome college, took pre- 
miums at the Paris exposition in 187s, 


East Reme Town Company. 

This is an important corporation, and was 
started in 1872, the company buying 320 acres 
of land in East Rome, with a capital stock of 
$50,000. The town was laid ont and peo- 
ple began to build. The population now nua- 
bers about 1,000, and is steadily growing. 
They have sold about seventy-five acres and 
have 150 acres left, the rest boing consumed 
in streets and parks. Captain H. D Cothran 
is president. The Rome aud Carrollton, E ist 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia are alrealiy 
centered at East Rome, and the Rome and 
Decatur may also go there, If so, the Rome 
road may have to go over there to connect, 
thus affording manufacturing enterprises 
splendid fecilixies for shipping their prodacts. 
The land never overflows, and is safe for 
any purpose. It has been sought anxiously 
for residences. October 16 instant, the com- 
pany sold one and a quarter acres for $5,009, 
which eould have been bonght two years ago 
for $2,500, The buyer has already been offsred 
$1,000 for his trate, bat as values are con- 
stentiy rising in and around Rome, be refuses 
to tell. Said Mr. Cotbran: “Last January I 
offered an acre over there for $500, and was 
lately offered $1,000 for the same land. The 
property is now aseessed at $80 000, making the 
va'ue now, with the capital stock, etc,, $160,000, 
A pretty good showing for us, I taink. We 
have declared several dividendr, and there is 
nothing like this increase in Rowe. Oar last 
dividend was twenty per cent on tho $5000 
capital stock. We are building a fine iron 
biidge across the Erowab, to cost $16,000, 
which will be finished in two weeks.”

She is 
bi rdered by connties of Alabama and Tennos- 
see, where there are other outlets, and com - 
peting points offer inducements. Nojiwith- 
starding these drawbacks :ni the coastruc- 
tion of tw. or three lines of railroad to cause 
a further alienation from her market, she has 
bravely drawn to her doors a quality of siaple 
which is in demand from all points. 

Since her debut aga market two compresses 
bave been erected, which are equal in capacity 
to apy in the south, and every facility for tho 
expediicus handling of cotton is offered. Asa 
market she h:s no competitor who can boast 
of any advantage over her. Her buyers are 
agents for European mills, shipping direct 
from here to those mills, receiving bills lading 
from Rome to point of destination. They also 
have o1ders direct from American mills, and 
supply them by shipments direct from Kome, 
avoiding intermediate and hazardous expenses 

Her fectors are men who have ample means 
and an honest capacity to sell the cotton on its 
airiva), and threugh their board of trade keep 
posted on prices as well as the buyers. Tue 
capacity for storage and facilities for handling 
are not surpassed anywhere, and the fire risk 
is reduced to a nominal hazard. Her past 
experience his proven that chances of fire are 
reduced to a minimum. The losses for ten 
years have not aggregated $500. Farmers 
have a perfect security from risk to their cot- 
ton in the hands of their factors. 

The past two years have proven disastrous 
to Rome, but no more so than to oiher places, 
and, from the prospect before her this season 
she will receive 100,000 bales. 

All along the neighboring river bottoms 
there is produced that character of cotton 
called “Gilt-edge,” which is always sought 
after by buyers for European markets, and it 
will continne to be grown as long as such 
lancs remain. It is Rome’s heritage. 

These figures and the above sketch 1 take 
from a Buitetin trade issue of late date.

Captain J. J. Seay, the presidentand general 
manager for tue White S:ar line steamship 
company, is one of Rome’s staunchesi citizens, 
He has puton a fine river service for the 
traffic and now runs four good boats plying be- 
tween Reme and Greensport, Ala., 36 miles be- 
low Gacaden, Ala. They also ran one boas to 
Carter’s landing down the Oastanaula, 105 
miles from Rome. They carry about 30,000 
ba'es cf cotton yearly, 30,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber and 2,000 tons of merchandise, Thege 
boats are often uzed for excursions down the 
river, and Captain Scay is ever ready to ex- 
tend his well known hospitality. 


The Banks. 


The banks of Rome have ample capital and 
mesns within centrol to supply all demands 
ofthe city. The First National bank has a 
cash capital of $125,000 and a surplus and 
urdivided profits fund of $95,000, Mr. J, H.

Some Reflections on the Deal. 

The speculative deal described above is 
ore of the most remarkable of this speculative 
dey. 

I¢ is more remarkable from the fact tnat it 
is the seeond time such a deal has been engin- 
eered in Danville stock, and mainly by the 
same parties. In about 1880 General Logan 
and Messre. Pace, Brauch and 
others, of Richmond, begau to 
formuiate big ideas of a system, with the Rich- 
mond and Danville road as a nucleus and 
Richmond as the headquarters, Mr. W. P. 
Clyde and Jno. McErnany were attracted by 
the scheme. The stock was then selling at 
eight cents. These gentlemen loaded woll 
with it, and began to develop their schemes. 
The stock advanced with wonderful rapidity 
until it had attracted investors all over the 
country. It reached 214 when it suddeniy 
brcke. It was then discovered that Mr. Clyde 
had quietly unloaded hisstosk at high figure:, 
clearing a cool million or so. Mr. McErnany 
was susyxcted of having done the same wise 
thing. General Logan and his immediate 
ascociates stood by their convictions and went 
down with the ship. General Gordon had 
in this enterprise a profit of over a half 
miljion of dollars, but being connec: 
ted with the system as president of the Geor- 
gia Pacific road, declined to sell. His brothers 
sold and cleared $250,000 between them. Mr.

From our dispatches it is 
probable thatthis point was demonstrated, 
upon which Mr. Scott and his associates being 
helpless to protect or promote the system, 
parted with its control, reinstating General 
Logan and his associates, 

The first news of the transfer of this road 
came to Atlanta ina dispatch from Mr, Pat 
rick Calhoun to Tae ConsTITUTION. Mr. 
Calhoun is largely interested with General 
Logan inthe scheme, They have been jointly 
at work onitfor ayear past. The sale of 
25,000 shares is an enormous one, even when 
the stock is at par; but forthe past week the 
Riehmond and Danville has been quoted 
from 190 to 195, and closed last

It Will Certainly be Built, and that Right 
Away. 

A repftesentative of Tne ConsTITUTION met 
General Hoke on yesterday and asked him: 

‘ Will the North Carolina road be built?” 

“It will be built as sure as I stand here. The 
arrangements for building it have been com- 
pleted for some time. I have been at work 
quietly for six months perfecting them. It 
has been necessary to keep out of the papers 
asthe road would have encountered strong 
opposition if our plans had been known.

“When will you begin building?’

The ore 
will come from the Cranbury works in North 
Carolina, and will betaken to the Roan iron 
works in Chattanoogs, where our rails for the 
whole line will be made by the Besamer pro- 
cess. These contracts have been arranged. 
As the rails will be made in Chattanooga, we 
will begin building the road at both ends; that 
is, wewill build from Atlanta and from Man- 
ro, You can understand that when the money 
is ready, the plan perfected and the road is 
needed that the work will be done with great 
swiftness.”’ 

“This line will help Atlanta greatly ?”’

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Seven Hundéredand Fity Telephone Customers in 
Recherter, New York, Strike Against a Change 
inthe Tariff—The Obrozious Features

Rocurerer, N. Y., Novenber 20.—By a 
preconcerted arrangement, seven hundred 
subscribers dissontinued their use of telo- 
phones in this city at noon today. 

A strike lLegan hero at noon today, when 
the steam whistles of nearly every factory in 
the city were blown asa signal to indicate 
thatthe fight against the Bell Telephone com: 
pany had begun. The opposition is to a 
change in the tariff of rentals, which the tele- 
phone company wishes to introduce in this 
city, The old rate was from $50 to $60 per 
yearfor the use ofeach instrument. The 
pew tariff charges at the rate of $50 for 500 
meessges, and a proportionate rate for each 
additional message, As soon as the new tariff 
was mace known the subscribers organized a 
protective association, and elected officers and 
an executive committee. The result of the 
deliberations of the association was that each 
member pledged himself to stop using bis in; 
stiumentafter noon today. As far a3 cnn bo 
learned, all have done 60, and the 
service is practically paralyzed The only 
businees places using telephones to-night are 
one or two hotels, the telegraph offices and 
the cab office. Many of the instruments aro 
draped in mourning, or boxed up, and have on 
them such inscriptions as ‘'Gone to join the 
Angels,” “Down with Monopolies,” etc. A 
meeting of the subscribers will be held Mon- 
day bight.

Georgia's Arbor Day. 

Next Wednesday will be £Georgia’s first 
arbor day. Governor Gordon has acted 
wisely in promptly scquiescing in the re- 
cent request of the southern forestry con- 
gress, expressed in resolutions calling oa 
the governors of the various southern states 
to appoint this anniversary. 

Thongh it is too late this year to hope for 
any general observance of this first arbor 
day, it will nevertheless be an occasion of 
po ordinary importance to the state. It will 
be the beginning of a popular custom which 
will surely grow stronger every year. The 
sapid destruction of the forests of our coun- 
try bas become the subject of just alarm to 
thonghtfnl persons. How to arrest these 
raveges and how to repair the damage al- 
ready suffered, are questions wortby the 
consideration of the wisdom ofour states- 
men and the common sense of the people. 

Arbor day has already been established 
in many states asa means of restoring and 
preserving their wealth in groves and wood- 
land. in some of these states this day is 
almost universally observed, and hundreds 
of thousands of trees are annually set ,to 
grow and breathe their blessings about the 
homes of men. A handsome or attractive 
city without plenty of trees, is an impossi- 
bility, and any city in this country can have 
this great advantage by the exercise of a lit- 
tle enterprise and the outlay of a little 
money. Augusta is famous over the United 
States for its magnificent shade trees. Cleve- 
Jand has no treasure more highly prized 
than its deeply shaded avenues, The leafy 
parks of Washipvgton are more admired than 
its splendid palacesor its grand public 
buildings, 

Every consideration of comfort, taste, 
health, and proper pride ought to induce the 
people of Georgia to make arbor day more 
aname. It shonld be observed in every 
county and every militia district in a prac- 
‘tical way, with an intelligent understand- 
ing of the duty it imposes and the rewards 

iifers. When the sun setson the fourth 
Wednesday in every November hereafter, it 
should leave every city, every 
town and every home in Georgia! richer 
by the gain of newly placed. trees, which in 
after years shall bless the living and gra- 
ciously recall the memory of the dead. 
Every citizen of Atlanta who can do so, 
ought to plant at least one tree next Wednes- 
day, and hereafter there should be such or- 
ganized and co-operative effort as will make 
arbor day the occasion of great good to the 
community. 


Falling in Love.

Atlanta and Her Industries. 

The statement of Atlanta’s industries 
made this’ morning from the official records 
of the Mannfacturers’; association, is a re- 
markable one. It explains a good many 
other things that have been remarkable, in- 
cluding the ease with which Atlanta went 
through the period of depression just clos- 
ing. 

In the past five years Atlanta has nearly 
doubled her shops and factories, their num- 
ber increasing from 196 to 303. We have 
nearly trebled the capital invested, the fig- 
ures risipg from $2,468,456 to $6,560,000. 
Five years ago we had 3,665 employes in 
our shops and factories, and now have 6,674. 
We paid in 1880 just $889,282 in wages, and 
in 1#85 we paid $2,425,000, 

This growth would be surprising in five 
years of unbroken prosperity. At least 
three of the five years have been years of 
universal depression. Capital has been 
cautious—the markets have been over 
stocked—labor has been unsettled—the 
shadow of panic has been over the land, 
and terrible commercial storms have pre- 
vailed.» In spite of all this Atlanta has 
more than doubled, in five years, her in 
dustries, capital, wages and number of em- 
ployes being considered. 

If this has been the growth of the de- 
pressed and inactive half of the decade, 
what will be the outcome of the latter half 
which opens with marked and general re- 
vival? The signs all point to a few years 
of unexampled activity and prosperity. 
Values are rising—money is abundant— 
trade is booming—our shops and factories 
are running night and day to fill orders— 
capital is seeking investment—new markets 
are being opened—and it is not at all im- 
probable that Atlanta will double her in- 
dustries again in the last half of this de- 
cade, and lead all southern cities in the 
census of 1890. 

We have frequently pointed out that At- 
lanta’s prosperity and growth depends large- 
ly on the variety of its industries. It is 
neither an iron town or a cotton town. It 
is a busy hive of general industries, de- 
pendent on no one branch of trade. When 
towns depending on special interests are 
paralyzed, it pursues its even course, 
Further, it is not merely a manufacturing 
town, to be ruined when there is industrial 
depression, It isa great commercial city as 
well. Its stores and its shops supplement 
each oiher and help each other. Its com- 
merce distributes the product of its indus- 
try. Its perfect climate, its social and eda- 
cational advantages, ite comradeship and 
its energy, complete its make-up. And thus 
it stands, the best equipped, best balanced 
city in the sonth—destined to be the largest 
as it is now the most prosperous. 


Let Us See Where We Stand. 
AUlanta is jnst nowon a railroad storm- 
center. Lightning is striking all around 
her; the thunder is rolling and the clouds are 
lowering. Let us see just where we stand 
before the storm comes. 

i, The control of two systems of roads in 
which Atlanta is deeply interested is dis- 
turbed. General Logan and his friends, 
primarily Richmond capitalists, have cap- 
tured the Richmond and Danville system. 
Gereral Alexander is storming Mr. Raoul in 
the strongholds of the Georgia Central, and 
has at least succeeded in waking up the gar- 
tison and inducing it to hang some flags on 
the outer walle, Atlanta can lose nothing 
in the fight over these roads. They are both 
alien in their management and purposes 
avd will probably remain so, It is a toss up 
to her whether it is Logan or Scott, Raoul 
or Alexander. With this consolation, she 
con lore nothing by any change, for both 
roads bave been as unfriendly to her as they 
porsibly could be,

the Georgia Midlandj and the Macon and 
Covington, are “being actually built; the 
other two, the Goodwater extension and the 
Augusta and Chattanooga road, are about 
being started, Will they hurt nd? The 
Georgia Midland will not. Coming to Me- 
Donough it will give us almost as direct a 
line to Columbus as if it had bgen built 
straight through—and Atlanta will try and 
hold her own in the new territory opened 
up. The Macon and Covington road will 
not burt Atlanta, for we have the best reason 
for believing it will come direct to Atlanta 
from Monticello and seek connection through 
Atlanta with the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia. Ifthis is done, as we believe it will be, 
it will help Atlanta very much. The build- 
ing of the Central road extension from 
Goodwater to Birmipgbam will hurt Atlanta 
—but less, we apprehend, than is generally 
thought. The building of the Augusta ani 
Chattanooga will hurt, Atlanta. This road, 
however, is not yet built, and it will take a 
good while to do the work. The harm it 


can do will be minimized by a new line from 


Atlanta tapping it at Athens, as will bedone 
before it gets to Athens. Altogether, Atlanta 
has not much to fear from the new roads 
that threatened to flank her out of her terri- 
tory. The two now actually building will 
help her. The two yet to start will not 
materially injure her, 

3, Out of the new road-building Atlanta 
will certainly capture two roads herself— 
about as many as any other city has picked 
up as far as heard from. The Atlanta and 
Hawkinsville road is a certainty, and will be 
contracted in a few days, and will be under 
way before the first of the year. The Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern is an assured 
fact, and with the Pennsylvania road behind 
it, will be one of the most powerful and best 
equipped lines in the south. It will open 
up a vast territory to Atlanta’s trade. These 
two roads will give Atlanta ten railroads— 
an equipment that ought to satisfy even a 
more pretentious city. 

4. But they will not. Of the ten roads 
only one road will be controlled in Atlanta, 
and that one a road without through connec- 
Atlanta will still need the Atlanta, 
Mississippi and Atlantic road. This once 
assured, her future as the greatest southern 
city will be beyond cavil. A road under 
her own contro], that touches the ocean on 
the one side and the Mississippi on the other, 
will give Atlanta 250,000 population in ten 
years after itis built. This road will com- 
plete her equipment and give her command 
of the situation. This road she must build 
—and this road she will build! Its friends 
are earnestly at work. The charter has 
passed the house, and will pass the senate 
next week. Then work will begin in 
earnest. 

In the meantime Atlanta watches the 
storm rage with an equal heart, She 
is prepared for any emergency. She has 
stored her fire wood—put on her weather- 
strips—closed the entrance to her cyclone 
pit—anchored her house to the Piedmont 
escarpment—and hopes to see all her friends 
in good shape when the railroad storms have 
abated, and settled weather has come again. 


The City of Rome. 

THE CONSTITUTION congratulates the city 
of Rome upon the splendid exhibit of her 
progress, thrift and resources set forth in 
special correspondence fourd elsewhere in 
these columns. The work done by oar 
plucky neighbor would be creditable to 
many another city of far greater pretensions, 
and it deserves to be properly recognized. 
The recuperative powers of the people of 
Rome, after suffering serious disaster, is 
something remarkable, and few places 
could have so readily buckled on the armor 
of enterprise in such determined effort. Tie 
future of this ‘‘Queen City’’ of north Geor- 
gia seems assured, and we are glad to chron- 
icle ber strides towards the goal of progress. 


A Word to Great Men. 

The Literary World, of Boston, reviewing 
the correspondence between Mr. Lowell and 
Mr. Julian Hawthorne, relative to the re- 
port of the interview which the latter fur- 
nished to the New York World for publica- 
tion, intimates that it would take more in- 
terest in the case if our public men had a 
stropger gripon their tongues in private 
conversation. 

We have no doubt that the Literary World 
is tempted to look at the Hawthorne- Lowell 
affair through Mr. Lowell’s spectacles, be- 
ing pushed in that direction by certain lo- 
cal feelings and associations that have made 
their presence almost painfully manifest in 
the daily press of Boston; but there can be 
no doubt that it has touched the core of the 
whole business. 

When men like Mr. Lowell tum to the 
public and begin to talk about the social 
‘‘optrages’’ committed in the name and in 
behalf of modern journalism, they simply 
make themselves absurd. Instead of re- 
forming editors and stray reporters, why do 
not our great men reform themselves? This, 
it seems tous, would be an easy, if nota 
grateful task. The public may be very sure 
ofone thing, and that is, that few of our 
great men are misreported. They say fool- 
ish and trivial things, and then denounce 
the report of them as a violation of the ga- 
cred obligations of hospitality, or something 
of that sort. 

Our great men forget that the public that 
reads the newspapers, ie, in a general sense, 
a discriminating public, and it has not the 
smallest spark of sympathy for the great 
man when he complains that his trivial con- 
versations are reported. 

If the Big Ikes and Smart Ellicks of lit- 
erature, politics and society do not desire to 
pose as asses in print, they should cease to 
pose as asses in private. This is a very sim- 
ple remedy indeed, and it is surprising that 
ithas not suggested itself to some of the 
shrewdest of them. 

The whole matter resolves itself into what 
THE CoNsTITUTION said of the Hawthorne- 
Lowell affair some time ago. Men who 
think they are great enough to complain 
when their conversations are detailed in 
print, should be great enough to say noth- 
ing that they would be anxions to deny, 
A decent regard for the proprieties ought to 
illuminate even a conversation that is in- 
‘ended to be private. — 


Democratic Prospects in the Senate 
For twenty-six years (excepting an inter- 
valof two years) the senate of the United 
States has been controlled by the republi- 
cans. Inthe present senate there are forty- 
two republicans and thirty-four democrats, 
Thisenumeration classes Riddleberger and 
Mahone among the republicans, Mabone’s 
term, however, expires in 1887, and he will ) 
be succeeded by John W. Daniel, a demo- 
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senators this winter, The republicans have 
majorities on joint ballot in ten of these 
states, and in seven the democrats have an- 
questioned control. New Jersey, Indiana 
and California are classed by the republicans 
as doubtful), and there is a tremendous con- 
test going on in each of them. The demo- 
erats, however, will probably bold the legis- 
latures of these three states, but by very 
slender majorities. In the Indiana legisla- 
ture the democrats have a majority of two; 
in New Jersey the democratic majority will 
depend on a labor member of the assembly, 
who is not committed, but who was indorsed 
by the democrate. 

If these three states, now doubtfal, send 
democrats to the senate, that body will stand 
thirty-eight republicans and thirty-eight 
democrats; but the disaffection of Riddleber- 
ger, who has been badly treated by the re- 
publicans, and the independence of Van 
Wyck, may possibly give the democrats 
practical control of the senate after the 4th 
of March, 1887. of ae 

To be Taken in Small Doses. 

There were reformers in the elder Haw- 
thorne’s day, somewhat resembling the pest- 
iferous cranks of this generation. The au- 
thor of ‘“TheScarlet Letter’’ was led astray 
by his generous enthusiasm, and for some 
time the influences of the Brook Farm vision- 
aries dominated his life. 

But the redeeming feature about Haw- 
thorne’s connection with the reformers of 
his age is the hearty readiness with which 
he cut loose from them and forged ahead in 
hisown way. In after years he wrote: 

No sagacious man will long retain his sagacity if 
he lives expressly among reformers, without peri- 


odical return to the settled system of things to C :r- 
rect himself by anew observation from the old 


standpoint. 

The soundness of this deliverance is made 
manifest in the every day experience of 
practical men. And yet thereis nothing in 
all this against reform and reformers. The 
point is simply this: Take your reform in 
small doses, and see to it that the reforms: 
don’t get drunk on the premises. In other 
words, the man who interests himself in a 
reform should make haste slowly, and pro 
ceed decently and in order.

Chester Allan Arthur. 

On a dieary Sunday afternoon in January 1535 it 
was my privilege to visit the white house with a 
southern senator who was oneof the most inti- 
mate friends of President Arthur. We were re- 
ceived in tha president’s private parlor and re- 
mained there two hours. The president and the 
senator conversed freely on a number of public 
questions, especially the conditjon and prospects of 
thesouth I remember distinctly the earnest interest 
with which the president inquired concerning the 
social and political problems of this section ; and 
then how kindly he spoke of its people and how 
hopeful were his views of their future, 
It was asubject of frequent remark during Mr. 
Arthur’s administration that his favorite eompan- 
ions and his most intimate friends were southern 
gentlemen. Whenever he sought recreation from 
the cares of office they were invariably among the 
few invited guests who shared his hours of rest and 
enjoyment. I suppose that the three men who saw 
mostof him socially during his presidency were 
Senators Butler, of South Carolina, Vest, of Mis- 
souri, and Ransom, of North Carolina. They were 
all typical southerners, though very different from 
each other in almost every respect. Not 
one of them had the least political sympathy 
with the president, and the fact that he chose 
them as his warm personal friends was one of the 
evidences of his liberal nature, A man freer from 
political or sectional prejudice was not to be found 
north or south. A man of gentler and more genial 
disposition is seldom found anywhere, His kindly 
feelings toward the south were all the more appre- 
ciated by those who knew him, because they were 
never paraded in his public utterances. He was a 
partisan who honestly believed that in the success 
of his party lay the best interests of ail 
sections, and he gave little oificial recog- 
nition to those of the opposite political 
faith. But he was too honest and too sineere 
to bid for gopularity by cheap and empty flattery. 
There isa speciesfof the genus politician, north 
and south, who delightsin extravagant gush and 
magnanimous protestations when his heart is 
warmed with rocial influences, and who relapses 
into narrow and vindictive sec ionalism as soon as 
the champagne hasevaporated, Mr. Arthur was a 
higher style of man, a truer, though less demon- 
strative friend, a manlier and more effective oppo- 
neat. He was the first president since the war 
who, in his messages to congress, made no distinct 
allusion tothe south. He regarded the union as 


fully restored, and recognized no sectional divi- 
sions. His whole life was marked byan honest con- 


s rvaiism and an unpretentious devotion to prin- 
ciplé, He had been for years the best organizer 
of his party in New York, when he was 
nominated for vice president, and 
the modesty which had ept 
his importance obscure from the pnblic eye was 
maintained duing a heated campaign in which 
others made the fuss and claimed the glory, while 
he did the real and effective work. Tne popular 
impression that Garfield pulled the ticket through 
was nevershared by those who knew the facts of 
that remarkable campaign. It was Chester Ar- 
thu1’s perfect ledge ot New York politics and 
his great personal popularity which carried the 
pivotal state and defeated Hancock. Yet nobody 
ever heard bim claim the honor of the victory. 

4 man of less steady mental balance and of less 
fixed moral purpose, would have failed miserably 
under the fearful stress which he endured on 
his accidental promotion to the presidency. How 
he sustained himeelf officially and personally is a 
matter of history. The presidency was as tatal to 
him as it was to Garfield. The arduous datie: of 
the office were discharged by him 
with a patient and unflagging § de- 
yotion which completely uadermined his 
Constitution. For years before he had led a life 
of comparative leisure in the enjoyment of those 
amenities of life which a considerable private for- 
tune had afforded him, The sudden assumption of 
the heavy harness was too much for him, and be- 
fore he laid it off he himseif perceived that the 
strain had been too great. When he delivered to 
his successor the high office he had faithfully filled 
he looked twenty years older than when he ap- 
peared four years befure as he took the chair in the 
senate, The hand of death was already on him 
and he realizedit, Our public men rapidly rise 
and are soon forgotten, but there was much ia this 
men’s life and character worthy of grateful re- 
membrance, We have bad few presidents whose 
public career was more honest or more honorable; 
few whose private life would bear closer scrutiny,

No perfeetly civilized man conld be happy while 
there was an unhappy being in the universe that 
he knew. .

What sort of trees are best for this section ofthe 
state?’ 

“There are many trees which will grow rapidly 
and develop finely inthis section. One of the best 
is the sugar maple, which is to be found in abun- 
cance in northwest Georgia. It grows rapidly and 
makes a deuse shade. ‘:he cim is easily trans- 

lanted avd is a pretty tree, though hardly so 290d 
orthade asthe meple. There are two or three 
varteties of ash, allof which are adapted to our 
soiland climate. The sweet gum isone of the best 
trees to plent for shade. It grows fast and has fine 
foliage. The white oak and the silver poplar are 
excellent. Tnese are some of the best trees to 
plautinthis part of the state The walnut will 
grow, but it requires much fertilization, and im- 
poverishes tverything around it. It makes a great 
deal of litter, and on that account is objectionabic.”’ 

‘What size trees ought to be plautea?”’ 

‘“‘They should be irom three to five inches in 
Gismeter. Anybody can plant such a tree. It 
costs almost nothing and can be easily procured. 
It ought to beretinto the ground at about the 
fsme depth at which it grew before. As many of 
the roots as possible should be preserved. ‘he soil 
should be bioken twoor three feet ge 3 to give 
the roots an easy start. No fertilizer should be 
placed about the roots, butitis w-llto place ma- 
nnre above thé ground, around the tree after it is 
set. 

“Tt is remarkab’e how soon little trees trans- 
plantcd in this way will grow into trees of consid- 
erable  +tize. In two years they will 
make considerable  shace, and in four 
or five years tbey will attain proportions which 
meke ihem very ornamental. If people wouid 
realize how easy it is tohave shade trees they 
would plant more ofthem, Arbor Day will, I hope, 
induce a general attention to thig¢ important sub- 
ject.

Mr. Mark W. Johnson, the well-known dealer in 
agricultural supplies, says: 

“Arbor Day will be appreciated by our ple. 
They may vot at once take toit very generally, but 
in a few years they will see how easy it is to beau- 
tify their homes and the towns in which they live 
by a very trifling outlay of money and by a very 
little labor.” 

“What are good trees to plant in this part of 


ae 

‘We can bave a great variety of trees here if we 
villonly plant them. Of evergreens the best an: 
safest are the red cedar, the American arborvitae, 
the Chinerte arboryitae, the magaolia grandiflora, 
andthe live oak. In other trees you can take 
your choice of water oak, willow oak, white oak, 
red elm, maple, beach, Polonise Imperialis, 
(which grows fastest of them all.) Lombardy 
poplar, tulip poplar, and Pride of China. 

Avy of there trees will grow in Atianta and any 
ofthem areexcellent for ornament and shade. 
The best size for planting is ten or twelve feet high. 
The trees should be stripped of all limbs, and a‘ter 
the stick is planted the soil should be coyered 
around them with manure. Ticy grow faster than 
peopie, who haye never planted them, suppose and 
in a few years attain fiue proportions,’ 

Mr. W. M. Dickson has transplanted some 
large trees from the suburban forests 
to —cihhiss place on Peachtree street’

IN THE CLoups, By Charles Egbert Craddock 
(Houghton, Miflin & ©o) This story has not vat 
been put in book form, but it has been cempleted 
inthe Atlantic Monthly. There is no doubt that 
serial publication in this case has been something 
of « Grawback, for there is a unity in this, the beat 
of Miss Murfree’s stories, that is seriously disturbed 
by the long drawn out delays that occur from 
month to month. Unity is one phase of power, but 
this quality of “Tn the Clouds" is practically lost

(McMilian & Co.) It will be remembered by taose 
who were fortunate enough to have the nerve to 
gothrough ‘The Portrait ot a Lady,’’ that the Jast 
words were nttcred by Mics Henrietta Stackpole, 
the female American correspondent in Loudon. 
“Just you waii!’ exclaimed that interesting crea- 
ture, and thereupon the curtain {cll with a sori of 
cultured crash, such as wonld result from a suddcn 
violent commotion among silkssatins and fine laces, 
We are waiting yet. What Miss Stackpole wanted 
the yankee cub to wait for we don’t know, bat 
Miss Steckpole probably knew. What we are 
wahing for from Mr. James we do not know, 
but Mr. James probably knows. Certaialy 
we were bot waiting for that immenfe 
mess of verbiage, ‘‘The Bostonians,’’ and now 
that ‘‘The Princess Casamassimes’’ is before us we 
are not sure that we were waiting for her. 

Like all of Mr. James’s characters, she is a puz- 
mie—and a puzzie, as it appears, not worth solving. 
There are tome situations and some characters in 
“The Portrait of a Lady’’ well worth remember- 
ing. If one is to have one’s choice of ladies in 
that book, one instinctively turns to old Mrs, 
Touchett—if we remember her name correctly— 
who runs away from all the other people in the 
yolume., She has the sense of humor that enables 
her to estimate them at their true worth. The 
“lady ’of the book is cither Mrs. Touchett or Miss 
S‘eckpole, but Mr. James will ‘vot tell us which 
He is not always given io concealment, hovever, 
for one may learn {from ‘‘The Bostonians” that the 
Mississippi yalley is somewhere in Mississippi.

| other than ourold friend Christina Light, who 

flourishedin ‘‘Roderick Hudson.’’ Sheisa wild, 
but highly cultured colt—as the phrase goes—and 
we have a good deal of her inthe book, but when 
the end comes we are tempted to inquire what of 
the Princess Casamassima? We hear all about 
her, but we do not know her. This is parhaps for 
ibe best.

Discussing litera: y work,Mr. Townsend adds: 

‘‘Work of this kind is very hard, I had better 
give it up altogether, and yet I dare say I shall p2r- 
severe. IfI could lead a purely literary /ife it 
would give me more independence and satisfac 
tion, and yet I have found litt'e moneyin novels. 
It tases one hundred copies of my book to be sold 
to pay me a column newrpaper work.’’ 

In discussing personal matters, Mr. Townsend 
sayF:
